The springs of watér run in 
lines, and never directly north, south, east 
or west, but always between the points of 
the compass It is fatal to build a house exactly 
over where two of these fines cross, as there 
will be damp that can never be got rid of in

THE EXERCISE OF THE GIFT. 

Mrs. Pim states that her operations with 
the divining twig entail no physical exertion 
or mental concentration whatsoever. She 
has heard from other people who possess the 
power that it has the effect of causing some 
thing akin to sea-sickness, and a generally 
upset feeling when at work, but she has never 
suffered any discomfort, and says that this 
may be due to the fact that she is immune 
from sea-sickness in the ordinary way. There 
is nothing she enjoys more than exercising 
her gift. The motion of the stick in her 
hand when it indicates water is so strong 
that she could not keep it still, and any at- 
tempt on her part to do so would result in 
the breaking of the stick 

Some of the country people for whom she 
has divined cannot be persuaded that she has 
not got supernatural powers. One old man 
said, ‘‘It makes me wake inside when I see 
the stick turn.”

CHAIRMAN. COMPLAINS OF 
,. RUDENESS. 

Mr. D. &. O'Gorman, who présided, said 
that they had all noticed froni the reports in 
the Press that the Dail had been occupied 
during the last few days in discussing the 


estimates, and there was practically no reduc- 
tion whatever in the expenditure. He 
thought that the estimates were. over 


£26,000,000 fór this year. They had also 
noti that the Farmers’ Party. were active, 
but instead of having their objections and 
their arguments carefully examined; they 
were treated with great rudeness, and the 
attitude displayed by Mr. Blythe and by Mr.

Mr. Cosgrave’s attitude, continued Mr 
O'Gorman, towards the Farmers' Party,, and 
in particular towards Mr. Heffernan, was 
un dly most insulting and very undig- 
nified.’ Not. long ago Mr. Cosgrave admitted 
that they weré taxed beyond their capacity, 
and now he said ‘all was.-well, and that the 
bank ‘shares had risén. Hé quoted the bank 
shares .throughout Ireland, but he said 
nothing at all abont, the railway shares; and 
if the bank shares had risen a point or two 
within the last twelye months, the Great 
Southern Railway shares, which were worth 

@ short time ago, were now only worth 
£18 or £19. When Mr. Cosgrave quoted the 
bank shares, it was up.to him to have also 
qnoted the railway shares. 

Mr. Blythe was also very overbearing. He 
said that neither the farmers por the busi- 
néss men any. self-reliance or self-con- 
fidence; that they would not risk their. money 
on the beet industry, like the Belgians. Now, 
the Belgians did not risk a farthing; they

THE CATTLE MARKET SITE. 

A discussion took place.on the site of the 
proposed cattle. market in Cork. 

The Secretary said that the Corn Market 
site had been approved by the Department of 
Agriculture and by. the Local Government 
Department. At one time there was sufficient 
money available to convert it into 4 cwttle 
market, but certain obstacles were put in the 
way. Mr. Beamish had been asked if he 
would allow the money which he has to be 
made available for that site, and he said he 
would not; that it would be only made avail- 
able for the site on the Agricultural Society’s 
Grounds. . 

Mr. Brooke Brazier said that the Corn 
Market site was undoubtedly an ideal site 
for a cattle market, and, being an agricul- 
tural county, he thought the citizens of Cork 
should welcome it. He did not believe 
honestly. that the farmers would be likely to 
support it in a manner which would make it 
a success if it were to be in the Agricultural 
Grounds. . 

Mr. Mullane said that he did not know 
who was responsible for throwing out the 
Corn Market site and turning » Fare the 
efforts made in that direction. He thought 
it was the Commissioner. At any rate, if 
the Corn. Market site was approved to- 
morrow, where was the money coming from? 
On the other hand, there were independent 
people who were prepared to plank down the 
money. and take all the risks. Even if this 
market did not succeed, they were going to 
be no worse off. Unless they were prepared 
to support the present scheme they would 
have no market at all, at least for several 
years. He proposed they give their approval 
to this proposed: site at the Agricultural 
Grounds. 

Mr. Donovan seconded Mr. Mullane’s pro- 
osal. The prospect of having’ the Corn 
Market site as a cattle market had been 
washed out. * 

Mr. Mullins proposed that they do not ap- 
prove of the scheme, as they did not consider 
it suitable. 

Mr. J. E. O’Callaghaa seconded. 

Mr. ‘Mullane then suggested that, as this 
was a matter of much importance, it would 
be better to leave it stand over for fuller 
consideration. , 

Chairman—There certainly is a ¢onsider- 
able division of opinion through the county 
It is not very pressing, 
and if you leave it stand over for a month 
it might be better. 

Mr. Mullane withdrew his original. pro- 
posal. in favour of postponement, and, after 
some further discussion, the consideration of 
the question was adjourned for a further 
meeting. '

He was thus 
a great-grandson of Louis Philippe, who from 
1830 to 1848 reigned as King of France: The 
Duke ‘resided for. some years at the famous 
Worcestershire mansion of Wood Norton, near 
Evesham. He.was married in 1896 to the 
Archduchess Marce Dorothea of Austria. 
The Duke's permanent home was at Anjou, 
heal Brussels. Exiled from France in 1886, 
he received a commission in the 60th Rifles, 
and served in. India in 1888-9. Later he went 
to France, and was again exiled.—(Reuter.

NIGHT ATTACK BY REBELS.

HAIFA, Friday. 
Following the arrival] of M. De Jouvenal, 
the High Commissioner in Damascus, the 
rebels attacked at all points, and kept up 
firing throughout the night. 
Information from Druse sources is to the 
effect that the Druses of the Jebel have 
occupied the Leja, a rocky region between the 
Jebel and Damascus, and fortified its natural 
defences, have won over some Bedouins and 
compelled the recalcitrants to emigrate. 
Information from the ‘source is that a 
number of Wahabis ostensibly mutinied and 
crossed over into Jebel: Widespread rumours 
of the conversion to Wahabism of the Druses 
of the Jebel, and ‘also’ of the conversion of 
the Emir Nuri Shalann, are cousing some 
sensation. 
A Lebanese Druse, questioned on the out- 
post, declared that the movement was not 
unnatural, but rather evolutionary, it being 
established that the Druses were a branch 
Beni Laam, the founders of ‘Wahabism. This 
authority also alleged the existence of an 
Arab sect of mystics holding Druse tenets, 
though not bearing the name, and also the 
existence in India of a similar sect.—(Per 
Press Association, copyright.)

MOROCCO. 

PARIS, March 27. 
During the past three years a centre of 
Islam in: Paris has been gradually growing up 
in one of the .outlying quarters oí the capital, 
a mosque, -perfect in every detail, with 
minarets,’ Moorish arches’ and wonderful 
mosaics.

FLIGHT AFTER SENTENCE 
IN TUNISIA, 


POSITION. OF LIEUTENANT 
MACNAMARA. 

Lieutenant Macnamara, the young British 
Territorial officer who was imprisoned by the 
French in Tunisia on a charge of seeking to 
subvert French authority, has, says the Paris 
Cerrespondent of the Sunday Times, placed 
himself in a peculiar position by fleeing the 
country after being sentenced; for he is now 
liable to arrest, I was informed, at any time 
that he sets foot. on French territory. 


Macnamara’s disappearance, and until to-day 
it was impossible to obtain the facts. 
What happened, according’ to the authorita- 
tive French version, is that, after being sen- 
terced to two months’ imprisonment, the 
young officer was given provisional liberty for 
a period during which he would have been 
able to lodge an appeal against the Court's 
verdict, but, instead of doing so, he left 
Sousse as soon as it was dark the same night, 
and was able to board a boat for Marseilles. 
I gather that. the local French authorities 
were quite aware of the escape, and could 
have arrested Mr. Macnamara had they 
wanted to, but they were rather relieved at 
the thought of being freed from further em- 
barrassment in the matter, and put no 
uindrance in his way. 
Lieutenant Macnamara was reported at Mar- 
seilles on last ‘Thursday, leaving for Calais 
and London, where he may have arrived 
already. 
While he has got clear for the moment, he, 
hewever, seems to have sacrificed the chance 
of entirely wiping out the allegation against 
him; for the appeal period must now have 
expired, and it 1s stated that, as he had been 
imprisoned for only fifteen days before his 
trial, he has put himself in the class of 
escaped prisoners, and prevented his future 
entrance to “French territory, unless: he 
ae to run the risk of being arrested at 
sight,

MORE AND CHEAPER 
ELECTRICITY, 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S 
SCHEME, ' 


In.a leading article upon the, Government 
Electricity Supply Bill, which comes up for 
its second ,reading to-day, The Times 
observes, after enumerating’ some of the 
objections to the measure :—Though one or 
two of them are contradjgtory an mutually 
destructive, many of them demand “careful 
consideration, and same may eventually be 
embodied in the bill as amendmengs of its. 
provisions. But, in the main, the Government 
should have no — difficulty in) showing that 
their proposals, as they stand, constitute far 
more than the foundations of a measure, on 
the want of which all parties are agreed. 
There is a general consensus of opinion that 
the first step in placing the industry on a 


sound footing, with .a proper régard 
for the future interests of the vols 
community, must be’ to modify and 
radically to reform the chaotic system 
of isolated undertakings “working with 


different methods, which is the result of the 
haphazard growth of the last forty years. 
Universal inter-connection and . standardised 
frequency are apparently indispensable to the 
organisation of a supply of power which 
shall be at once cheap and easily available: 

The Government have not framed “their 
measure without counting the cost under, the 
guidance of a large number of trained and 
responsible technicai and actuarial experts of 
high standing. They are advised that the 
result of the scheme will be to increase the 
vearly consumption per head of the population 
from 200 to 500 units, and to reduce the price 
of the unit from a little over 2d. to not, more 
than a penny. ‘The total cost of the scheme 
is estimated at £33,500,000, the eventual 
saving at.£44,000,000 a year, and, beyond the 
guarantee of a public issue secured on the 
transmission lines and the revenue of the 
board, no financial liability is to be under- 
taken by the State.

“A MELLOWED MEMORY.’’ 

. Katharine Tynan Hinkson writes to 
7'imes :—Willie McDonnell, as his 
friends called him, who died at a ripe old age 
at his residence, Barnclose, Shankill, Co. 
Dublin, was one of that group of cultured and 
distinguished Anglo-Irishmen who, in the 
nineteenth century, carried on the tradition of 
eighteenth century scholarship with a pure 
culture which gave Dublin a certain Athenian 
toueh. Perhaps that persistence from the 
eighteenth century made their atmosphere 
something which had not quite its parallel in 
England. Dublin was fittingly their setting, 
the old beautiful Dublin, which might be 
shabby and impoverished, but had an air as 
of Athens or Ren. Dublin. had lost her 
aristocracy by the Union. The cultivation 
which in the eighteenth century had found its 
most luminous exponents in such men as. the 
Karl of Charlemont, Lord Orrery, Lord: Moira 
and many another was handed on in: the 


nineteenth century to men of the profes- 
sional classes—the Judges, the Bar; the 
Medical Profession and the Dons _ of 


Trinity College. 1 knew just the end of 
it.- Perhaps, it came to me with a sunset 
glow, for the representatives of the culture 
whom I came to know seem to me to. have 
been as beautiful in person as urbane and 
mellow in mind and manner. 

Those were quiet times in Ireland, and it 
was John Gibson, golden-mouthed like his 
brother, Lord Ashbourne, who said to me,. 
walking down an autumnal road under the 
mountains, “You must knew my friend, 
Willie McDonnell.” I came to know, even to 
be connected with, Willie McDonnell. He 
was a beautiful old man, carrying with him 
wherever he went the peace of his books. All 
those men were patriots, and hewever the 
wild swirl of things may have disturbed 
their orchard closes, they did .not cease to be 
patriots, though their ways were out of 
fashion. 

Mr. MeDonnell had become something of a 
recluse after the death of a much-beloved 
wife. In his old house, with its old garden 
and well-filled library, I imagine that the 
bruit of the revolution hardly disturbed him, 
I think of him coming with an offering of 
splendid pears from a southern wall to: sit 
awhile and discuss books. It is a mellowed 
and a lovely memory.

The French courts have been considering 
the case of a dog which bit a tax-collector 
who, accompanied by a policeman and a 
municipal councillor, made his way into a 
house in thé absence of the owner, without 
knocking or ringing. 

The first verdict found that, as the three 
men failed to notify their arrival in the usual 
manner, they were guilty of imprudence and 
negligence, and so had to take the conse- 
quences.

FLIGHT AFTER SENTENCE

There is considerable dissatisfaction in 
Belfast at the delay in issuing the report 
of the recent housing inquiry. It is well 
known that the report has been in print 
for some time, and rumour is busy in 
regard to the recommendations and 
strictures which it contains. 

The question of the cost of the inquiry is 
also engaging the attention of the Belfast 
public. A supplementary estimate proposed 
in the Northern Parliament last week included 
a sum of over £2,000 to meet the expenses of 
the inquiry; while the Belfast Corporation at 
its. last monthly meeting passed payments 
amounting to over «£1,000 for senior and 
junior counsel. It is estimated that the total 
cost of the inquiry will be over £5,000 when 
the legal expenses of all the parties interested 
are taken into consideration. 

Cor- 
poration - houses upon the _hire-purchase 
system at a high figure feel that they have a 
distinct grievance in view of the statements 
made at the: inguiry in regard to the class 
of material used in some of the houses.

Their marine 
superintendent and engineering representative 
Will be on board with divers and men, and 
a salvage tug will be despatched from Cape 
Town as soon as possible. 

To-day the company’s steamer, Kenilworth 
Castle, is expected at Ascension from the 
Canary Islands, and ‘she will take off the 
Garth Castle’s passengers and bring them ‘to 
Cape Town. 

The Garth Castle is anchored in the har- 
bour, but will probably ke beached to carry 
out salvage operations, as there is no dock 
on the island. The Gloucester Castle is not 
expected to reach Ascension for ten days. 

The Garth Castle is insured at Lloyd’s and 
with the Marine Insveance Companies on a 
value of £108,000, the total insurances on th 
hull being probably in the neighbourhood of 
£130,000.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S

In.a leading article upon the. Government 


Electricity Supply Bill, which comes up for 
its second reading to-day, The Times 
observes, after enumerating” some of the 


objections to the measure :—Though one ot 
two of them are contradjptory an mutually 
destructive, many of them demand “careful 


embodied in the bill as amendmengs of its. 
provisions. But, in the main, the Government 
should have no _— difficulty in, showing that 
their proposals, as they. stand, constitute far 
more than the foundations of a measure, on 
the want of which all parties are agreed. 
There is a general consensus of opinion that 
the first step in placing the industry on a 


sound footing, with a proper fos oy 
for the future interests of the whole 
community, must be’ to modify and 
radically to reform the chaotic system 
of isolated undertakings working with 


different methods, which is the result of the 
haphazard growth of the last forty years. 
Universal inter-connection and . standardised 
frequency are apparently indispensable to the 
organisation of a supply of power which 
shall be at once cheap and easily available. 

The Government have not’ framed ‘their 
measure without counting the cost under, the 
guidance of a large number of trained and 
responsible technicai and actuarial experts of 
high standing. They are advised that the 
result. of the scheme will be to increase the 
yearly consumption per head of the population 
from 200 to 500 units, and to reduce the price 
of the unit from a little over 2d. to not more 
than. a penny. ‘The total cost of the scheme 
is estimated at £33,500,000, the eventual 
saving at £44,000,000 a year, and, beyond the 
guarantee of a public issue secured on the 
transmission lines and the revenue of the 
board, no financial liability is to be under- 
taken by the State,

‘*A MELLOWED MEMORY.’’ 

Mrs. Katharine Tynan Hinkson writes to 
The Times :—Willie McDonnell, as his 
friends called him, who died at a ripe old age 
at, his residence, Barnclose, Shankill, Co. 
Dublin, was one of that group of cultured and 
distinguished Anglo-Irishmen who, in the 
nineteenth century, carried on the tradition of 
eighteenth century scholarship with a pure 
culture which gave Dublin a certain Athenian 
toueh. Perhaps that persistence from the 
eighteenth century made their atmosphere 
something which had not quite its parallel in 
England. Dublin was fittingly their setting, 
the old beautiful Dublin, which might be 
shabby and impoverished, but had an air as 
of Athens or Rome. Dublin. had lost her 
aristocracy by the Union. The cultivation 
which in the eighteenth century had found its 
most luminous exponents in such men as the 
Karl of Charlemont, Lord Orrery, Lord: Moira 
and many another was handed on in. the 


nineteenth century to men of the profes- 
sional classes—the Judges, the Bar, the 
Medical Profession and the Dons of 


Trinity College. 1 knew just the end of 
it. Perhaps, it came to me with a sunset 
glow, for the representatives of the culture 
whom I came to know seem to me to have 
been as beautiful in person as urbane and 
mellow in mind and manner. 

Those were quiet times in Ireland, and it 
was John Gibson, golden-mouthed like his 
brother, Lord Ashbourne, who said to me, 
walking down .an autumnal road under the 
mountains, “You must knew my : friend, 
Willie McDonnell.” I came to know, even to 
be connected with, Willie McDonell. He 
was a beautiful old man, carrying with him 
wherever he went the peace of his books. All 
those men were patriots, and hewever the 
wild swirl of things may have disturbed 
their orchard closes, they didnot cease to be 
patriots, though their ways were out of 
fashion. 

Mr. MeDonnell had become something of a 
recluse after the death of a much-beloved 
wife. In his old house, with its.old garden 
and well-filled library, I imagine that the 
bruit of the revolution hardly disturbed him, 
I think of him coming with an offering of 
splendid pears from a. southern wall to: sit 
awhile and discuss books. It is a mellowed 
and a lovely memory.
